A lean cow or ox is in a vpiy differ, 


ent condition, chemically considered, 
from fat Animals' of lho sumo kind. 
In the first place the poor animal con- 
sists of about two thirds water, the fat 
one of only half, that K in total weight. 
A fat animal is in a dry condition, n 
poor animal ia like some of our Vog 
meadows, very wet. 
When tho fatten- 


ing process begins, water commences lo 
disappear, and fat or suet takes its 
place ; and the increase in bulk during 
the process ia largely of adipose matter. 
It is a curious circumstance that, dur- 
ing fattening, the protclds, or nitrogen- 
ous compounds, Increase only about 
seven per cent., and the bone material, 
or inorganic substance, only ono and a 
half per cent. 


The cost lo a farmer of fattening an 


ox is much greater nt the close ot the 
process than at the commencement; 
that is, incicaso in bulk or dry weight 
at that iwriod is much moio costly. If 
it costs Unco cnnlsa pound lor bulk fur 
the first month after a iwor animal it 
put in tho fattening stall, it will cost 
live cents the last month, If. then, a 
fanner consults his money intercila, he 
•ftill not cany tl.e increase in fat beyond 
a certain point, puivided ho can turn 
bis paiti.illy fatted animals to fair ad- 
vantage. JKaimera liave. perhaps, lenrn 
ed this fact from experience and obser- 
vation, and hence comparatively lean 
beef abounds in our miukelu. 
While 


this is cf advantage lo lho farmer, il is 
very diaadviinlagcons to consumers of 
the beef, lor the llooh of a f.it animal in 
every case is much i icher in llxed, nour- 
ishing material limn Ihe.t of the lean, 
anil it is never good economy lo pur- 
chase leun beef. It is better lo pur- 
chase tlio poorest parts of a fat animal 
tliim the- 'jest of a lean ouo. The best 
piece of a fat ox (the loin) contains 
froin twenty-one to twenty-eight per 
cent, raoie fixed material than the cor- 
responding piece in a lean ono, and 
curiously enough the worst piece lu the 
lean one (tho neck), is tlio lichest in 
nourishing material. Tho ilesh of tho 
neck improves very little in fattening, 
hence,-economy considered, it is the test 
portion to puichaso, as its value Is in a 
measure a fixed one. 


Horse Ilesh is as nutritions, considei- 


ed as a food, as that of tho ox or cow. 
Tho relation of nitrogenous to Used 
material is lather higher in a horso 
than in an ox, and the amount of water 
is less. There ia no good reason why 
horse Ilesli should not bo used as food. 
It is prejudice alone which prevents its 
employment.

the following statment it appears that 
sugar beets alone when boiled will pro- 
duce in good breeds of hogs two pounds 
of pork daily to each animal.

August 
the hog 


weighed 300 pounds ; tho manner of 
feeding was three times a day with boil- 
ed sugar beets, boiled in a kettle hold- 
ing nine bushels, the beets being pulled 
and thrown into tiie kettle, tops and 
loots, as they grow, wore not washed, 
but all adhering dirt rubbed ofl ; no 
milk or any other drink given to tho 
hog except tho water the beets wero 
boiled in, and the natural juices of tho 
beets, as tho object was to tost the value 
of the sugar beet for the piupose of fat- 
tening swino without tho addition of 
sour milk from the dairy; therefore 
only bcuts wore fed, cooked as slaled ; 
the feeds was three pails a day—morn- 
ing, noon and night—the pail holding 
twelve quarts, that amount the hog 
would eat up clean, perhaps more, as his 
appetite was not cloyed; lho intention 
was to feed about as much as lie would 
eat clean and no more ; tho flrst of Slip- 
leivber, after feeding fifteen days, he 
weighed 390 pounds, a gain of two 
pounds per day. 
Tho feeding was con- 


tinued ; same quantity and manner of 
feeding through September ; thirty days 
gave sixty pounds Additional weight, 
making a total on October 1 of ISO 
pounds. lie was fed the next month in 
in the same manner and then weighed 
flit) pounds." Iu November this hog

Uo not pasture it lh,o 
llrst year, whon the soil is wet or mud- 
dy. 


The seed of alfalfa, when froih and 


good, is yellow, glossy and heavy. If 
thuseeds in-o white, it Is an Indication 
that they are not ripe, This clover is 
pai I Ictiliirly relished by swine, both In 
Slimmer and when rnailo Into hay, 
whlon they greedily eat during tho Win- 
ter. 
Try hnlf an acre, and you will sow 


morn next year.—Jtural Worlil. 


SP.BD POTATOHS. — Tumors should 


hnvn an eye to their seed potatoes for 
planting next spriiiR. Tho expoilonco 
of thousands ot farmers in various st'is- 
tions o£ the country gooa to show thai 
huge potatoes for seed are no holler 
than medium sized ones, only that in a 
dry season, if planted whole, they sus- 
tain lho plants by the moislmo In them 
better than smaller potatoes. It is not 
advisable lo plant the very small ones ; 
they should bo fud out, but select tlioso 
for seed that are i.itlior too small tor 
marketing. Jiut in a rich soil, and in u 
siillioiently moist season, potatoes no 
larger than walnuts will pioduco good 
crops. Some years ago 1 planted soino 
potatoes, a now and dear variety, no 
larger than filberts, and their product 
wus as good us wheio I used largo sood ; 
but the ground was heavily manured, 
and the season was favoi-ablo. 
When 


one buys any ot the new varieties in 
small uuanliUcs, and desires lo produce 
the largest possible crop, each potato 
may be cut into as many pieces as it has 
eyes, and ono eye may bo put in a 1,111, 
Two to three hundred pounds of pota- 
toes may thus be grown from ono pound 
of seed.
